the office always has a backlog of 
work and cannot be expected to 
process plans immediately. 
“Paul could have left the data 
there and got the permit when 
R.' an returned." Pusselman said . 
Be added, "X think any of the 
Inspectors in the office la qualified 
to issue permits, but Ryan has the 
authority to Gheck the plans if he 
wants to,” 
In a letter to the supervisors Ryan 
aaid It may not have beep made 
clear to Paul that he could have 
left the plans. He also said, “A 
telephone call would have found me 
available.”

Journal Friday that he preferred 
to check plans personally as a "pro­

Marin county hop« to have 
an addition to its county' court- 
house by the first of next year. 
Yesterday afternoon the coun­ 
tv board of supervisors tackled 
the problem of overcrowding of 
county offices and expensive 
rentals and decided to add a wing 
to the present courthouse. 
This action followed by a tow 
hours a decision to abandon nego­ 
tiations for the San Rafael Military 
academy property. * 
Supervisor T. Fred Bagshaw ex­ 
pressed hope today that the county 
will be able to get necessary steel 
allotments. If steel is available, 
Bagshaw said, the addition may be 
completed by January 1951. 
This is an important date, aince 
at that time the county will need 
room for two new municipal oourt 
rooms. 
Supervisor George Whitele? said 
today the board will meet at 10 am. 
Friday to vote officially on the pro­ 
gram. 
ZOELLNER HIRED 
Late yesterday afternoon the su­ 
pervisors voted to hire Kentfield 
structural engineer Carl Zoellner to 
prepare plans for the building. 
Zoellner waa in charge of the $400,- 
000 remodelling of the courthouse 
completed a few years ago. 
Zoellner will meet with the super­ 
visors next Monday to sign a con­ 
tract for the work. 
, Supervisor William Fusselman ex­ 
plained today that Zoellner, an 
engineer, will hire an architect to 
assist with the plans. Zoellner re­ 
cently completed a 750-car garage 
in Sacramento. 
The project as proposed yesterday 
will have the ground floor for the 
welfare department, second floor for 
the schools department and third 
floor for two new courtrooms and 
the probation office. 
Additional courtroom space wip 
be available in the supervisors 
chambers and the present road com­ 
missioner's office when it la needed, 
Bagshaw said. 
NO BOND ISSUE 
Bagshaw said the county will be 
able to finance the building with­ 
out a bond issue and without in­ 
creasing the county tax rate. 
A $110,000 sum was added to the 
county building fund—to bring it to 
almost $200,000—this year with a 
12-eent segment of the county tax 
rate. 
This 12 cents, if continued next 
year without Increase, will bring in 
about $120.000. 
The board chairman said the 
building probably can be built with 
the $300,000 or more that would be 
available then. 
Earlier the supervisors had eon- 
'sidered submitting a bond issue to 
Marin voters this year. Another 
method of financing discussed would 
have had the county lease the land 
to a builder who would put up a 
building and lease it bade to the 
county. 
B' th methods were discarded 
when the supervisors checked up 
and found they would be able to 
handle the financing out of current 
revenues. 
Other earlier plans had the coun­ 
ty building an addition to the coun­ 
ty Office building at the Coleman 
school in San Rafael. Bagshaw said 
it was decided that no more money 
should be spent on the old school 
building.

Rossites win cast their votes for 
three councilmen. including Mayor 
Reese Tucker, MU according to 
Clerk George Mode the defeat of a 
Rofes incumbent Is as rare as a Re­ 
publican in Mississippi. 
Other councilmen up for re-elec­ 
tion are A. H. Dewees, a San Fran­ 
cisco advertising executive, and J. 
H. Painter, a San Fra&dsco at­ 
torney. 
No one has stated his intention 
to drop off the council Mosle says, 
and no one has expressed a desire 
to run against any of the present 
atfteMAnta. 


Election talk in Ross is almost 
non-existent, and Mosle expressed 
his opinion yesterday that there is 
altogether too much talk about such 
elections and that discussion doesn’t 
help matters at all. 
The usual method by which a 
council seat changes hands in Ross 
is for the incumbent to resign, the 
remaining councilmen to fill his 
chair by appointment The appointee 
stands approximately 100 per cent 
chance of keeping his new post at 
the next 
Mosle and Treasurer Kenneth C. 
Martin are also standing fo*r re­ 
flection 
Mosle has served Ross 
since November of 1948 when he was 
named treasurer. He served in that 
rapacity until May, 1948, when he 
resigned to take an appointment as 
clerk. Martin has been treasurer 
since that time.

The pair of inmat« who teamed 
to kill the two guards were Identi­ 
fied by Warden Harley O. Teets as 
Eugene Burwell, 28. a Los Angel« 
robber employed in the prison lib­ 
rary, »id Jam« Alonzo Rogers, 22, 
a San Francisco armed robber who 
has been in and out of state in­ 
stitutions since the age of 14. 
D. A. GALLED TO SCENE 
Marin District Attorney Richard 
M. Sims was called 
Immediately 
and began questioning of the two 
inmates upon arrival. 
Only then was it possible to piece 
the story together coherently. 
As pieced together by Sims' ques­ 
tioning, here is what happened: 
to tibe early evening, the two fu­ 
mâtes Involved in the attacks were 
together to the rear of the prison 
library — a m e t a l barracks-type 
building similar to those used by 
the Navy during the war. They said 
they were plotting an escape, ai- * 
though Burwell admitted hé had 
nursed a grudge against Correction­ 
al Officer Wiget because of assert­ 
ed racial prejudice on the guard’s 
part. Burwell is a Negro. 
FEIGNS ILLNESS 
When Wiget entered the library 
sometime after 7 p. m, Rogers 
feign«! illness and lay on a table. 
Wiget approached the table and 
was set upon by the two inmates. 
Rogers held Wiget’s feet while Bur­ 
well stabbed the guard. 
Coroner ♦ 
Frank J. Keaton »id Wiget died of 
a stab wound in the liver and & 
stabbing in the back of his neck. 
The knife blade broke off in the 
guard’s neck and was removed by 
the coroner. 
Keaton said there was evidence 
of slight strangulation by Wiget, 
whose tie was bound around his 
ntfk. But this was not the cause of 
death, the coroner said. 
Burwell was stabbed during th$ 
altercation with Wiget, 
and was 
hospitalized later for lacerations 
and a lung puncture from the rear. 
First aid equipment was spread 
through the room, indicating an 
attempt to patch up Burwell’s in­ 
jury.

Rossites will cast their votes for 
three councilmen, including Mayor 
Reese Tucker, but according to 
Clerk George Mosle the defeat of a 
Ross incumbent is as rare as a Re­ 
publican in Mississippi. 
Other councilmen up for re-elec­ 
tion are A. H. Dewees, a San Fran­ 
cisco advertising executive, and J. 
H. Painter, a San Francisco at­ 
torney.

No one has stated his intention 
to drop off the council, Mosle says, 
and no one has expressed a désire 
to run against any of the present 
office-holders. 


Election talk in Ross is almost 
non-existent, and Mosle expressed 
his opinion yesterday that there is 
altogether too much talk about such 
elections and that discussion doesn’t 
help matters a t all. 
The usual method by which a 
council seat changes hands in Ross 
is for the incumbent to resign, the 
remaining councilmen to fill his 
chair by appointment. The appointee 
stands approximately 100 per cent 
chance of keeping his new post at 
the next election. 


Mosle and Treasurer Kenneth C. 
Martin are also standing foe re- 
election. Mosle has served Ross 
sinqp November of 1945 when he was 
named treasurer. He served in that 
capacity until May, 1948, when he 
resigned to take an appointment as 
clerk. Martin haa been treasurer 
since that time.

Two inmates who ran amok last night wrote one of the 
bloodiest pages in the 101-year penal history of San Quentin. 


The pair of desperadoes, possibly aiming at an escape or 
possibly nursing a grudge, killed two correctional officers and 
seriously injured two others before they were captured. 


Dead were Charles D. Wiget, 31, of Petaluma, #and Vem 
A. Mackin, 38, of Forest Knolls. 


Injured and hospitalized for fractured skulls—although not 
in serious condition—were Correctional Sgt. Ralph E. Dascombe, 
36, of 65 Bungalow avenue, San Rafael, and Correctional Officer 
Virgil F. Stewart, 43, of Woodacre. 
There was no riot or general dis­ 
turbance at the prison. 
The pair of inmates who teamed 
to kill the two guards were identi­ 
fied by Warden Harley O. Teets as 
Eugene Burweli, 26, & Los Angeles 
.robber employed in the prison lib­ 
rary, q*d James Alonzo Rogers, 22, 
a San Francisco armed robber who 
has been in and out of state in­ 
stitutions since the age of 14. 
D. A. CALLED TO SCENE 
Marin District Attorney Richard 
M. Sims was called 
immediately 
and began questioning of the two 
inmates upon arrival. 
Only then was it possible to piece 
the story together coherently. 
As pieced together by Sims* ques­ 
tioning, here is what happened: 
In the early evening, the two in­ 
mates involved in the attacks were 
together in the rear of the prison 
library— a m e t a l barracks-type 
building similar to those used by 
the Navy during the war. They said 
they were plotting an escape, al­ 
though Burweli admitted hé had 
nursed a grudge against Correction­ 
al Officer Wiget because of assert­ 
ed racial prejudice on the guard's 
part. Burweli is a Negro. 


FEIGNS ILLNESS 
When Wiget entered the library 
sometime 
after 
7 p. m., Rogers 
feigned illness and lay on a table. 
Wiget approached the table and 
was set upon by the two inmates. 
Rogers held Wiget’s feet while Bur- 
well stabbed the guard. 
Coroner 4- 
Frank J. Keaton said Wiget died of 
a stab wound in the liver and a 
stabbing in the back of his neck. 
The knife blade broke off in the 
guard’s neck and was removed by 
the coroner. 
Keaton said there was evidence 
of slight strangulation by 
Wiget, 
whose tie was bound around his 
nqek. But this was not the cause of 
death, the coroner said. 
Burweli was stabbed during thj 
altercation with Wiget, 
and was 
hospitalized later for lacerations 
and a lung puncture from the rear. 
First aid equipment 
was 
spread 
through the room, indicating an 
attempt to patch up Burweli s in­ 
jury. 
DRAGGED INTO STACKS 
Wiget’s body was dragged back 
between two book stacks. 
While the pair was in the library, 
the two guards who were injured 
entered the library. 
Rogers and 
Burweli used the same ruse, and 
the two were knocked out when hit 
by *a double-blade hatchet later 
used in the Mackin slaying. 
As classes changed in the night 
school at the prison, Burweli and 
Rogers made their way into 
the 
mess hall —about 50 feet distant — 
with the hatchet, a small knife, and 
a scissors blade concealed In their 
clothing. A basketball game with a 
Presidio team was going on with 
about 200 inmates watching. 
There the pair approached Mack-

U. 8. Rep. Hubert B. Scudder 
thinks the wheels of government 
grind too slowly and run up the 
costs when it comes to budget 
matter; 
Scudder, who represents 
Marin 
and 10 other northern California 
counties in Congress, has introduc­ 
ed a resolution in the House of 
Representatives seeking to speed 
up the budget routine. 
The 
resolution, labeled House 
Resolution 490, was introduced last 
Tuesday when Congress reconvened. 
The Idea behind the proposed legis­ 
lation dates back to Scudder s 10 
Fears as a California state assem­ 
blyman »presenting 
Marin 
and 
Sonoma counties. 
There he saw how California ex­ 


pedites budget matters. 
His new 
proposal in Congress would adapt 
California’s system to the federal 
government. 
According to a statement from 
the congressman’s office in Wash­ 
ington, Scudder’s resolution would 
place budget appropriations in a 
position of high priority. In effect, 
action on such bills would have to 
be completed before Congress turns 
its efforts toward other time-con­ 
suming matters. 
* In a speech prepared for delivery 
«hnultaneously with introduction of 
the resolution, but deferred due to 
press of first-day business 
cm# the 


House floor, Scudder declared: 
“I know if this rule is adopted 
it will speed up the work of the 
Congress. It will save hundreds of 
millions of dollars to the taxpayers 
of cur country, and may make pos­ 
sible the adjournment of Congress 
on July 31, in accordance with law. 
“My amendment provide; that no 
appropriation bill, except it be one 
of emergency, can be considered by 
the Congress until the entire bud­ 
get bill has been enacted into law. 
“This provision will leave the ap­ 
propriations committee free to de­ 
vote their entire time to the devel­ 
opment of the budget bill and sub­ 
mit to Congress early in the ses­ 
sion." 
Scudder asserted that fiscal y*ir 
1952 began last summer without a 
single budget MU having been pass­ 
ed by Congress. 
The long delay which 
followed 
cost the taxpayers more than a 
billion dollars, Scudder said. This 
could have been saved if the bud­ 
get bills had been cleared by the 
end of fiscal year 1951. 
An emergency appropriation bill 
would have to be declared such by 
the President, Scudder said, and 
passage would be obtained on a 
two-thirds vote with a quorum 
present. 
The work of Congress would be 
speeded up, Scudder concluded.

I went into the engine and noticed

However, there was 
no heat or lights. The train is about 
one third buried in the snow. You 
can see the upper part. 


I could see something on the 
tracks ahead and was told it was a 
rotary plow engine which had bees 
turned over by an avalanche.

Hubert B. .Scudder 
thinks the wheels of government 
grind too slowly and run up the 
costs when it

Scudder, who represents 
Marin 
and 10 other northern California 
counties in Congress, has introduc­ 
ed a resolution in 
the 
House of 
Representatives seeking to speed 
up the budget routine. 
The 
resolution, 
labeled 
House 
Resolution 490, was introduced last 
Tuesday when Congress reconvened. 
The idea behind the proposed legis­ 
lation dates back to Scudder’s 16 
years as a California state assem­ 
blyman representing 
Marin 
and 
Sonoma counties. 
There he saw how California ex­ 
pedites budget matters. 
His new 
proposal in Congress would adapt 
California’s system to the federal 
government. 
According to a statement 
from 
th«. 'congressman’s office in Wash­ 
ington, Scudder’s resolution would 
place budget appropriations in a 
position of high priority. In effect, 
action on such bills would have to 
be completed before Congress turns 
Its efforts toward other time-con­ 
suming matters. 
In a speech prepared for delivery 
simultaneously with introduction of 
the resolution, but deferred due to 
press of first-day business oi# the 


House floor, Scudder declared: 
“I know if this rule is adopted 
it will speed up the work of the 
Congress. It will save hundreds of 
millions of dollars to the taxpayers 
of our country, and may make pos­ 
sible the adjournment of Congress 
on July 31, In accordance with law. 
“My amendment provides that no 
appropriation bill, except it be one 
of emergency, can be considered by 
the Congress until the entire bud­ 
get bill has been enacted into law. 
“This provision will leave the ap­ 
propriations committee free to de­ 
vote their entire time to the devel­ 
opment of the budget bill and sub­ 
mit to Congress early in the ses­ 
sion.” 
Scudder asserted that fiscal year 
1952 began last summer without a 
single budget bill having been pass­ 
ed by Congress. 
The long delay which 
followed 
cost the taxpayers more than a 
billion dollars, Scudder said. 
This 
could have been saved if the bud- , 
get bills had been cleared by the 
end of fiscal year 1951. 
An emergency appropriation bill 
would have to be declared such by 
the President, Scudder said, and 
passage would be obtained on a 
two-thirds 
vote with a quorum 
present. 
The work of Congress would be 
speeded up, Scudder concluded.

Which brings up the question of 
psychologists’ fees. What are rea­ 
sonable charges for, the work of a 
professionally competent psycholo­ 
gist?

I’d say anywhere from two to 
three times what this dame was 
kicking about. From 20 to 30 dol­ 
lars per hour. Remember, your 
psychologist probably has spent as 
many starvation years preparing for 
his work as your doctor, He ha* 
spent more time than your dentist.

He gets by charging a 
little less than they charge, because

Probably the best thing that ha*

Clubfoot Easily Corrected 
By Treatment In Infancy 


By HERMAN M. BUNDESEN, MJD. j 
A baby's bones and tissues are j 
sett and easily changed. T^is is a j 
great boon to babies who come into 
ttit world with defects such as club­ 
foot. 
If your child is bom with a club­ 
foot, the thing to do is begin cor­ 
rective treatm ent early. Such treat­ 
ment can produce a normal foot 
without the need for surgery later 
In life. The time to begin treatment, 
if it is to be most effective, is be­ 
fore the child is six months old. 
COMMON DEFECT 
Clubfoot is one of the commonest 
defects of children, occurring In 
about one in every thousand infant«. 
It aeons to appear more often in 
boys than girls 
Most people are familiar with 
the turned-in look of a clubfoot 
The deformed foot is bent in st the 
ankle, with the heel drawn up and 
tilt toes slanted down. This forces 
the child to walk on the side of the 
foot instead of on the sole. 
In most cases, the time for the 
first treatment is when the child is 
between one and two months old. 
This gives the mother enough time 
to recover after delivery so she can 
bring the baby to the physician’s of­ 
fice for regularly weekly visits. It 
tfiso permits the infant to get used 
to his new environment before a 
east is placed on his leg 
CASTS CHANGED 
A series of casts will usually bring 
the foot to normal before the child 
Is eight months old. The casts must 
be changed frequently, altering the 
foot's position little by little. 
The next step is a special type of j 
splint, called a Denis Browne splint. 
It is fastened to a pair of very firm- 
soled baby shoea, and supports one 
foot with the other. Tito shoe must 
be exchanged on the deformed foot, 
•o that a right clubfoot wean a left 
shoe. 
The child continues to wear the 
splint until he is about a year old [ 
and is ready to stand up and walk 
At this time, he begins to wear 
special clubfoot shoes in the day­ 
time, and the splint is worn only 
at night.

EDITORIAL COMMENT 
We Must Never 'Let Our 
Guard Down' In Dope Fight 


Lieutenant Alvin Nicoiini of the San Fran­ 
cisco police department contends * that we 
should show much more, awareness of the 
present increase in the use of dope. 
That’s 
what he told members of St. Raphael s Holy 
Name Society the other day. 
And we believe he is right. 
There was a time, as he correctly points out, 
when the subject of venereal disease was taboo. 
But since we’ve faced it sensibly and objective­ 
ly, its inroads upon public health has not 
only been checked, but more and better 
methods of treatment are being discovered 
every year. 
For too long a time we’ve treated dope ad­ 
diction as something to hide; to talk about only 
when the children are in bed and asleep. Even 
today in spite of all the notariety given the 
alarming increase in the number of addicts, 
the public is still apathetic. 
We sense a mild stir of indignation when 
news comes out about dope peddlers working 
among teen-agers, but then only because it 
takes little or no imagination to stsualire the 
terrible effects of dope addiction when we 
have teen-agers in the family. 
' 
: until we do get stirred up-yes, even 
us folks here on the safer side of the Golden 
Bridge-wili positive steps be taken on 
local, state and national levels. 
The Communists in the Politburo, you can 
be sure, are quite happy to see our increase in 
dope traffic. As a matter of fact thousands of 
acres of poppies have been recently planted 
behind the Bamboo Curtain in China, we are 
told, for the express purpose of increasing the 
export of morphine derivatives to United 
States. 
Then of course we have our own racketeers 
who find the astonishing profits in dope too 
attractive to resist. 
Consider marijuana, for instance. 
In Mexi­ 
co a dealer can buy 2.5 pounds of the pure 
dried weed for $25. 
Transported over the 
border and rolled inter “joy sticks” or mari­ 


juana cigarettes, this same package of 2.5 
pounds it enough to make $5,000 worth at 
the going retail price of $1.25 per “joy stick” 
in San Francisco. 


More than 1600 fields in the mountain­ 
ous Mexican country are now producing 
cultivated marijuana, we are told. 
And the 
smuggling traffic across the border is extremely 
brisk. 


But the most important point to remember 
about dope addiction, Lieutehint Nicoiini in­ 
sists, is the fact that every addict proselytes. He 
wants company in his misery, and he does 
everything possible to find recruits. 


The average number of persons proselyted 
by one addict is 15, the police have found. 
Suppose, then, that we had 10 addicts in* 
Marin county. 
This number would soon be 
150. And if we remained indifferent, this 150 
could swell to more than 2,000 in very little 


time. 
A proposed law is now under consideration 
in Sacramento to make the penalty for ped­ 
dling dope in California 5 years for the first 
offense. 
For the second, the mandatory pen­ 
alty will be 10 years, and for the third, 20 
years. 


This indeed, is a sensible law. For there is 
no business as despicable as that of traffiring 
in dope; no crime so heinous as that of pulling 
a normal human being down to the smelley 
gutter of dope addiction. 
Murder takes a 
man’s life. Drug addiction eventually reaches 
his very soul, and for a few hours of exulta­ 
tion, exchanges an almost unrelieved hell on 
earth. 
He will suffer any dcgredation, any 
humiliation, tell any kind of lies, commit 
any kind of crime to satisfy his awful craving. 


While pitying these living-damned, these 
unfortunate “junkers,” let’s stay awake to the 
dangers and never forget the admonition of 
Chief Justice Oliver Wendell Holmes when 
an alcoholic wras pointed out to him one day, 
"There, but for the Grace of God, go I."

the 
winds when he gets up to make a 
speech: ‘ Dewey Short, Republican, 
Ofiena. Mo.“ 


The case for Eisenhower is com­ 
pelling for anyone who thinks, as 
I do, that the paramount problem 
of the election is how, after twenty 
years of the Democratic party, the 
Republicans can be brought into 
power without causing a convul­ 
sion at home and abroad. 
It is 
a very difficult thing to bring the 
Republican party into power. For 
in these twenty years the Demo­ 
cratic party has become 
much 
larger than the Republican, and 
only under extraordinary condi­ 
tions is there any prospect that the 
Republicans could win. 
The case for Eisenhower rests on 
the assumption, which is not seri­ 
ously questioned by anyone, that he 
is enormously stronger with the 
voters than is 
the 
Republican 
party 
There is. according to all 
the tests and observations, a great 
Eisenhower majority in the United 
States. 
If the Republican party, 
being a minority, is to come into 
power with the least struggle, with 
the greatest certainty, and with 
the surest prospect of being able 
to govern successfully with na­ 
tional support, Eisenhower with 
his great majority is incompar­ 
ably the best candidate, 


THE MOST RECENT Gallup 
Poll on the party alignment of the 
voters was published in November. 
It gives 33 per cent of the voters 
considering themselves Republi­ 
cans, 40 per cent considering them­ 
selves Democrats, and 28 per cent 
considering themselves independ­ 
ents 
We need not be too precise 
about the figures, They would no 
doubt vary somewhat from time to 
time. But there is no doubt about 
the broad facts which the picture 
presents. On the basis of a voting 
population of SB millions, the per­ 
centages indicate that as the cam­ 
paign begins there are 23 million 
Democrats, only about 17 5 million 
Republicans and a^out 15.5 million 
independents. 
The Republicans, 
then, cannot hope to win with 
their minority of 17 million or so 
unless one of two things happens: 
that they win the support of per­ 
haps two-thirds of the 15 million 
Independent voters, or that they 
succeed In producing some kind of 
explosion which breaks 
up the 
Democratic plurality, 
With Eisenhower they can count 
on almost all the Republicans and 
they can almost surely win the 
support of the great mass of the 
independent voters. 
With Taft 
they have no assurance of win­ 
ning the support of a large num­ 
ber of independent votera 
He 
has never teen 
popular among 
them. Moreover, they cannot even 
be entirely sure that he will not 
lose a considerable part of the 
regular 
Republican 
vote 
The 
Taft campaign is, 
therefore, 
a 
great gamble in which there will 
be a high premium on a reckless 
and ruthless play with great is­ 
sues for partisan ends. 


Whereas an Eisenhower cam­ 
paign can lead to almost certain 
victory by healing and uniting the 
nation, a Taft campaign—since he 
is ths candidate only of a frac­ 
tion of a minority party—must un­ 
avoidably stake its hopes on a 
fierce and 
confusing 
demagogy. 
Senator Taft is not 
himself 
a 
demagogue. But he does not have 
the political following now which 
would enable him to win, and he 
has no prospect of getting it with­ 
out letting the fight be made for 
him by toe political underworld. 


IN MY VIEW THE PROBLEM 
of the transfer of power from one 
party to the other is of overriding 
importance. 
A change of party 
has become most necessary after 
twenty years. 
The Truman ad­ 
ministration is played out. It has 
lost control of Congress, and it 
can no longer carry its measures 
by leadership and party discipline 
but only by appeasement and pro­ 
paganda. 
It has lost effective 
control In the executive branch, as 
witness on the one hand the cor­ 
ruption and on the other the dom­ 
ination of policy by the swollen 
and competing bureaucracies. 
By far the most serious conse­ 
quence of the inner weakness of 
the Truman administration Is that 
Mr. Truman and Mr. Acheron do 
not have effective control of. do 
not have the power and freed dm 
to direct, the complicated commit­ 
ments and the gigantic undertak­ 
ings of our military and diploma­ 
tic policies. These stupendous and 
fateful affairs are in the hands of 
men who are unable to count up­ 
on the willing and trusting sup­ 
port even of their own party.

Deductible From Income

Traveling expense is deductible. 
Traveling costs you had in con­ 
nection with your employment 
while away from home are de­ 
ductible from your grass income in 
computing your adjusted grow in­ 
come. 
This is done on page 1 of the 
tax return. Immediately under 
y o u r i n c o m e __ 
f r o m salary or] 
w a g e s , 
p u t 
“Traveling 
ex­ 
penses as per list 
attached“ 
a n d 
d e d u e t 
t h e 
a m o u n t from 
y o u r salary or 
wages. Make a 
detailed list of 
y o u r traveling 
expenses and be 
sure to point out 
that they were 
all incurred while you were away 
from home for at least overnight 
If they were incurred while you 
were not away from home, then 
deduct than as follows: 
Traveling costs that you had:— 
1. In connection with your em­ 
ployment and while not away 
from home; . 
3. In connection with the pro­ 
duction of taxable income 
and either away or not away 
from home; 
are deductible from your adjusted 
gross income in figuring your net 
taxable Income. This is done on 
page 3 of the tax return under 
miscellaneous.

people, and a GS-13 ($8360.00 per 
annum) may supervise only two 
people. The factors entering into 
grades and pay revolve much more 
around the type of work, its diffi­ 
culty, the importance of the work, 
and its relationship to a local or 
national pattern of operation or 
program. I happen to know that 
many large business and industrial 
firms use similar systems or prin­ 
ciples in fixing pay for employees.

EDITORIAL COMMENT 
We Must . Never 
Guard Down' In 
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Lieutenant Alvin Nicolin! of the San Fran* 
cisco police department contends that we 
should show much more awareness of the 
present increase in the use of dope. That’s 
what he told members of St. Raphael's Holy 
Name Society the other day. 
And we believe he is right. 
There was a time, as he correctly points out, 
when the subject of venereal disease was taboo. 
But since we’ve faced it sensibly and objective­ 
ly, its inroads upon public health has not 
only been checked, but more and better 
methods of treatment are being discovered 
every year. 
For too long a time we've treated dope ad­ 
diction as something to hide; to talk about only 
when the children are in bed and asleep. Even 
today in spite of all ‘the notariety given the 
alarming increase in the number of addicts, 
the public is still apathetic. 
We sense a mild stir of indignation when 
news comes out about dope peddlers working 
among teen-agers, but then only because it 
takes little or no imagination to visualize the 
terrible effects of dope addiction when we 
have teen-agers in the family. 
' : until we do get stirred up—yes, even 
us folks here on the safer side of the Golden 
c.*te Bridge—will positive steps be taken on 
local, state and national levels. 
The Communists in the Politburo, you can 
be sure, are quite happy to see our increase in 
dope traffic. As a matter of fact thousands of 
acres of poppies have been recently planted 
behind the Bamboo Curtain in China, we are 
told, for the express purpose of increasing the 
export of morphine derivatives to United 
States. 
Then of course we have our own racketeers 
who find the astonishing profits in dope too 
attractive to resist. 
Consider marijuana, for instance. In Mexi­ 
co a dealer can buy 2.3 pounds of the pure 
dried weed for $25. Transported over the *

Reprinted Article

I was disappointed to see the 
Independent-Journal reprint the 
article from "Financial World” 
titled "The Less You Do, The 
More You Get Paid In Government 
Service.” I am not above recog­ 
nizing that weaknesses exist In 
our vast administrative system, 
and I believe in every citizen’s 
right to his opinions about his gov­ 
ernment and its employees. But 
constructive criticism based on 
facts is sorely needed, not such ir­ 
responsible tarring of all federal 
employees with such a wide brush. 
As a group, the vast majority of 
government employees are con­ 
scientious, hard-working, and of­ 
ten underpaid. 
As a United States Department 
of Agriculture employee for over 
a decade I am in. a position to' 
know the writer of the original ar­ 
ticle didn't have his facts in hand. 
Federal law prevents the estab­ 
lishment of a job,at any given 
grade (ranging from GS-1 through 
GS-lf) based solely upon the 
number of employees supervised. 
For example, a GS-5 ($3410.00 per 
annum) may supervise thirty 
people, and a OB-13 ($8360.00 per 
annum) may supervise only two 
people. The factors entering into 
grades and pay revolve much more 
around the type of work, its diffi­ 
culty, the importance of the work, 
and. its relationship to a local or 
national pattern of operation or 
program. I happen to know that 
many large business and industrial 
firms use similar systems or prin­ 
ciples in fixing pay for employees. 
In the future, I hope the Inde­ 
pendent Journal will exercise bet­ 
ter judgment than to give credence 
to such misconceptions about Fed­ 
eral service, and reserve for itself 
the more honest purpose of critl- 
Traveling costs are always given 
careful scrutiny by Uncle Sam. 
Therefore it is a good plan to 
make a separate schedule detailing 
your traveling expenses and attach 
this schedule to your tax return. 
This is true regartUess of how you 
deduct them, 
It is a good idea to have some 
kind of evidence to show you ac­ 
tually made the trips. It is even 
better to have your hotel bills,

Anti - Warren forces, however 
scheduled a meeting of their own 
at which John Francis Neylan 
prominent attorney and regent of 
the University of California, was 
to be the speaker. This grobp seeks 
election of ifhat would in effect be 
an uninstructed slate of delegates 
to the Republican convention. 
Warren will play host governor 
to the national committee and will 
speak Thursday. Other speakers will 
Include Harold E. Stassen, himself 
an avowed candidate for the nomi­ 
nation, and Sen. Henry Cabot Lodge, 
Jr., speaking in behalf of the can­ 
didacy of Oen. Dwight D. Eisenhow­ 
er. Sen. Robert Taft was Invited to 
speak but did not accept. 
At week's end Dana C. Smith, 
president of ths draft Eisenhower 
volunteers of Los Angeles, pleaded 
with fellow Republican* to unify 
and eliminate their differences: 
Meantime there were troubles in 
the democratic ranks. 
Th executive committee of the 
state democratic central committee 
was also meeting in San Francisco 
to thrash out problems arising from 
its support of the renomination of 
Fresident Truman. 
The committee was «faced with a 
ruling by state attorney general Ed­ 
mund O. Brown—sole Democrat in 
top public office—that It i* ill 
for them or for the state central 
committee as a whole to hand-pick 
a slate of delegates pledged to any 
candidate. 
Brown said state election law also 
forbids the executive committee 
from transforming itself into a tem­ 
porary campaign committee fpr any 
candidate prior to the primary elec­ 
tions.

Frank McKinney has come up with 
one solution. He asked Rep. Harry 
R. Sheppard to head a committee to 
choose a slate of delegates. 
But the situation was further 
complicated by the start of a drive 
to switch the nomination to Ten­ 
nessee's crime-busting Ben. Estes 
KefauVer. 
Elmer Delany, head of Democrats 
United, got permission from tha sec­ 
retary of state to reserve for 30 days 
the name "state campaign commit­ 
tee, Estes Kefauver for president,” 
Delany said he has already started 
organizing a campaign for the sen­ 
ator. Earlier there were moves In 
that direction by some southern 
California Democrats.

Typical ©f the plants built under 
the $350,000,000 bond imue passed 
by the people in 1M9 is Dei Paso 
Manor school in the Arcade district 
in Sacramento county.

Like most elementary schools now 
being built in California, Del Paso 
Manor is a one-story, rambling, at- 
tractive-looking plant of Redwood, 
brick and glass with a Cat roof. 
It has 17 classrooms—but they’re 
not like the one’s you used to sit 
in where the kids near the windows 
shivered in the draft and the 
students along the inside wall had 
to hold the book up dose to read 
the print 
Del Paso Manor’s spacious class­ 
rooms all are provided with radiant 
heat 
(cost $43,480). They have 
acoustical tile to deaden noise (cost 
$9287). Each room is equipped with 
a recessed screen to show education 
al movies which together with the 
drapes and drape tracks to shut out 
light when movies are shown, oost 
$4,884. 
A central public address system 
with two-way controls in every 
classroom added 
another 
$3,000 
while aluminum sun louvers, to dif­ 
fuse daylight so there will be no 
glare lor the students cost $11280. 
»Lots of glass and steel sash added 
another $10,000. 
Built-in features in many of the 
classrooms helped run the total for 
mill work up to $83,765. 


In addition to classroom space, 
Del Paso Manor has a multi­ 
purpose room which seats 500, has

Chances are If you haven’t been 
inside a grammar school since way 
back when you went to PJ8. 176, 
you'll be surprised at the “new 
look” in schoolhouse, design. 
And architects and builders agree 
that it’s the modern design in school 
planning nowadays which has* a 
great Influence on the costs of con- 
structtoft. 
What goes into a school of today 
and what does it cost? 
Typical of the plants built under 
the $250,090,000 bond issue passed 
by the people in 1949 Is Del Paso 
Manor school in the Arcade district 
in Sacramento county. 
Like most elementary schools now 
being buUt in California, Del Paso 
Manor is a one-story, rambling, at- 
tractivf-looking plant of Redwood, 
brick and glass with a flat roof. 
It has 17 classrooms—but they're 
not like the one’s you used to sit 
in where the kids near the windows 
shivered in the draft and the 
students along the inside wall had 
to hold the book up close to read 
the print. 
Del Paso Manor’s spacious class­ 
rooms all are provided with radiant 
heat (cost $48,480). They have 
acoustical tile to deaden noise (cost 
$9387).

A central public address system 
with two-way controls in every 
classroom added another $3,000 
while aluminum sun louvers, to dif­ 
fuse daylight so there will be no 
glare lor the students cost $11,980. 
•Lots of glass and steel sash added

Built-In features in many of the 
classrooms helped run the total for 
millwork up to $83,765. 


In addition to classroom space,
